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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see especially page 5, last paragraph through page 7, 
first paragraph of the response filed September 23, 2003, with respect to claims 2, 4-9, 
13, 28-31, and 38-54 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of 
claims 2, 4-9, 13, 28-31 , and 38-54 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-2, 4-9, 13, 16, 18, and 28-54 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 and 
16 include limitations involving insulating portions which are not taught in the known 
prior art documents which describe amorphous silicon infrared detectors, such as 
Hornbeck. Claims 4, 28, 39, and 47 include limitations involving electrodes made from 
an alloy of aluminum and titanium which are considered to be nonobvious modifications 
of prior art devices such as Hornbeck.
